That Treaty was based on the 
fallacy that because Gormany and 
her Allies lost the war they were 
therefors ‘entirely to blame for it. 
It waa drawn up according to the 
law that Might is Right—that the 
loacr in a military struggle must 
be wrong on all counts, That law 
ja not logical, {it is not 
even sane, it certainly fa not 
just. Those atateamen at Ver- 
sailica, in their efforts to shape 
the destinics of the peoples of 
Europe, seemed to have forgotten 
that they were dealing with hu- 
man .belngs, In Central Europe 
the people were not asked ‘their 
opinions as their countries wére 
carved up around them Mike so 
many cuts off the joint. 

The Treaty was unjust and in- 
human, perhnps because it was 
born of a world driven partly in- 
human by four years of war, Its 
poisona were bound to produce 
disorders, diseases, and boils in 
the body of mankind and per- 
petuate the evils of militarism and 
nationallam which were its fn- 
Bpiration, 


About To.Burst 


This week it has looked as though 
one of those boils was nbout to 
burst. Britons would have been 
arked—no, ordered—-to fight, kill- 
ing people with whom they had no 
quarrel but only a certain amount 
of sympathy, to | maintain that 
Trenty and the faces” of them- 
selves and their Government. 
Since Versailles it has been the 
will of Great Britain to maintain 
the status quo because.it is In her 
interest to do so, Going to war 
would have meant imposing our 
national will on others by mili- 
tary force. And British voices have 
been loud and free just lately in 
condemnation of just auch action 
by other nations. And the old 
battle-ery of 1914 would have been 
yelled at us to “defend democracy 
and defeat German: militarism,” 
-) despite the concrete proofs of post 
war history that war only have 
the opposite effect on both issues. 
I am still wondering how many 
of us would have. gone into the 
bloody business, knowing full well 
that it was utterly futile and in- 
sane and that it could only bring 
worse ‘evils upon the world. 


Breathing Space 


But thanks to Mr. Chamberlain 
we have been given a breathing 
spuce, He has saved us perhaps 
from horrors beyond our compre- 
hension and he deserves the praise 
and thanks unbounded of all man- 
kind. But if swe now do not make 
good uso.of this respite we shall 
have brought his efforts to nought 
and been guilty of criminal negli- 
gence. We must take to heart and 
put into practice immediately the 
lessons that are.to be learnt from 
recent history and the many fai- 
lures and mistakes it contains. 
And we must, in particular, turn 
the searchlight of impartial en- 
quiry and reason onto ourselves 
onto our national policy and place 
in the International scheme of 
things. The events of the last few 
days have caused people to think 
furiously. If we cannot turn this 
to good account and continue’ the 
good work, then we do not deserve 
the respite and neither will it cn- 
, dure.

For Heaven's snake Iet us now 
recognise that utter humbug of it 
all and admit that our country— 
in keeping with all the reat—has 
been working only in her own in- 
terests. Our statesmen knew that 
once any such revision of injus- 
tlees wus set on foot, others must 
follow involving sacrificen of 
British intereats—auestions — of 


colonies, trade, credits etc. And. 


they had no mandate from the 
British people to take such a step. 
Can it be wondered at that the 
German attitude became exaggerat- 
ed and unreasonable, surrounded 
by such hypocritical apathy. It is 
our fault that they have demand- 
ed too much and will probably get 
it, our procrastination has brought 
nbout this victory by military 
threat which should never have 
been necessary.

Capitai was made of the progress 
of sclonce to try to combut belief 
in God, therefore the véluo of 
every scientific discovery . tended 
to be greatly exaggerated, and the 
application of any critical judg- 
ment in connection with them 
characterised as reactionary. 
Scientists saw this happening and 
did not check Jt, so some of the 
blamo rests with thom. The com- 
pletely unscientific attitude to- 
Wards such doctrines as spon- 
tancous genoration and evolution 
opencd the way for a complotely 
uncritical acveptance of all new 
discoveries and © inventions, and 
therefore for a wrong use of thom.

DUMP STREET 

Lunch and dinner parties 
are still frequently given in Chin- 
ese and foreign circles; whilst 
three good cinemas, a popular 
Dallroom-reataurant in the French 
concession, and several cabarets 
in-so-called “Dump Street” are all 
well patronised. The Navy 
Y.M.C.A. has become the rendez- 
vous of the foreign press corres- 
pondents and cameramen, and s0 
good und cheap is both accommoda- 
tion and food-in this well-run hos- 
pice, that it is impossible to get a 
room without booking well in ad- 
vance.

SLOWLY ADVANCING 

Authentic news from the battle- 
front, however, Ia not quite so 
reassuring.

Actually 
it causes bad vomiting bleeding 
from the nose, faintness and oc- 
casionably even death, Gas masks 
would, of course, give the soldiers 
umple protection. Unfortunately, 
however, only a few divisions are 
thus equipped, and many of their 
maaks are by no means in first- 
class condition. Fresh supplies, I 
understand, are slowly reaching 
the front; but even so, it will be 
necessary to Instill In the rank}o 
and file much greater confidence 
in thelr use before the soldicrs 
beconie immune to this method of 
attack.
